ALARMINGLY FAT 


Observer Tells of Prevailing 
Tendency of 'Matrons to 
Corpulency. 


HUGE PROBLEM INVOLVED 


| 


New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Why are 
there s0 many fat women?” A man rushing 
upon his doom askea this question today. 
He spoke of the increasing prevalence of 
large feminine persons, not with admira- 
tion, but with profound dismay. 

‘Why are there so many fat women? ”’ he 
reiterated. “I have watched the passing 
throng in several cities in. this state this 
summer, and while one fat man was passing 
I have counted not less than four fat women. 
This ratio has held true whenever and where- 
evd& I have had occasion to take observa- 
tions. 

‘These women are, for the most part, be- 
tween 35 and 55 years old. They either wad- 
dle ponderously or propel themselves for- 
ward with not the slightest perceptible free- 
dom of motion, looking the while like stat- 
utes moving on rollers. 

“TIT also have observed them in large num- 
bers at different summer resorts, both in- 
land and on the Atlantic coast. They eat 
with exceeding gusto. Nothing on the menu 
escapes them. . 

“Pattening for Slumberous Old Age.” 

“The alarming corpulence of our middle 
aged women is getting serious. They seem 
to be fattening for a slumberous old age. 

“If one looks about in New York theaters 
and restaurants the conclusion that the New 
York women seen there are about twenty 
pounds overweight looms large and inevita- 
ble. And in those restaurants lies the ex- 
planation of the phenomena. We eat too 
much tn New York, because the best food in 
the country is shipped here and the best 
cooks prepare it. 

“also, disregarding the moral aspects of 
the consumption of alcohol, if there are any, 
there is no doubt but the habitual consump- 
tion of cocktails, highballs, and other ap- 
petizers tends to the production of fat. Doe- 
tors may disagree on the relative values of 
diet, exercise, and massage in taking off 
fiesh, but they are unanimous in this one in- 
junction, ‘ Don’t drink with your meals.

There were two theories as to why the 
mayor issued this mandate. One is that it 
was aimed to block an actually existing plot 
to gag the exposure expected to follow in the 
wake of any thorough and unsparing can- 
vases of the gaming scandal. The other is that 
it was an advance warning to certain persons 
who might be inclined to meddle on the as-

Mayor Sends a Warning. 

This is the letter which the mayor sent to 
each commissioner: 

During the approaching probe of the 
police department unquestionably repre- 
sentations will be made to you that the 
administration desires certain things to 
be done in. connection with it. 

My only personal desire is that the 
inguiry shall be conducted to the fullest 
ramifications of the various charges 
which have been made. 

Absolutely no one is authorized to con- 
vey any message from me, either to the 
commiseion or to its individual members, 
in connection with this investigation. 

At any time I desire to communicate 
with you I shall do so in person. 

The civil service commission made no prog- 
ress in its inquiry, which was ordered by 
Mayor Harrison. Chief of Police McWeeny’s 
investigation of gambling in the street out- 
side the Comiskey ball park at the Gotch- 
Hackenschmidt wrestling match was con- 
cluded. Later it was reported that charges 
will be filed against several police officers 


this afternoon. 


Day’s Other Developments. 
Other developments in the gambling sit- 
uation were: 

Seventy-five policemen, assigned to duty 
outside the gates of the Comiskey ball 
park and directly across the street from 
gamblers’ operations, questioned by As- 
sistant Chief of Police Schuettler. 

Chief of Police McWeeny admits that 
charges will probably be filed today 
against Lieuts. William Walsh and 
Thomas Cronin and Patrolman Charles 
McClellan. 

Mayor Harrison and Chief McWeeny 
gay they do not know whether gambling 
has been suppressed.

THIEF CONFESSES; 
CLEW TO MURDER 


Prisoner at Woodstock, IIL, 
Leads Police to the Hiding 
Place of Safeblowers’ 
Dynamite Supply. 


DWYER WILL TELL MORE. 


Arrested After Pistol Battle Be- 
fore Auto Tragedy; Wenner- 
strom’s Widow Also to 
Be Questioned. 


The headquarters of the band of safeblow- 
ers implicated in the murder of Frederick 
Wennerstrom, the Chicago auto liveryman, 
@ week ago, were discovered yesterday. 

Jim Dwyer, now serving a three months 
sentence in the Woodstock jail, gave a par- 
tial confession to Assistant State's Attorney 
Paul J. Donovan of McHenry county. He 
led Donovan and Sheriff A. H. Henderson 
to @ corniield back of the Knickerbocker Ice 
company’s plant, a few hundred yards from 
the shore of Crystal lake, and unearthed a 
kettle used for thawing out dynamite and a 
beer bottie half filled with what he says is 
nitroglycerin. 

The bottle was buried and marked. Today 
the authorities will return prepared to test 
it. If it is nitroglycerin there is enough to 
blow up the entire town Of Crystal Lake. 

It is thought that Dwyer may be forced into 
& more complete confession. He was arrested 
late In the night of May 16, following his 
flight across Crystal] lake before a posse. 
Earlier in the evening the Chicago and North- 
western railway station at Ridgefield had 
been entered, the safe blown, and $80 taken. 
A few minutes later there was an attempt to 
rob the safe in the store of August Sakow. 
Two burglars were surprised and driven to- 
ward the lake. 


Flee Posse in Pistol Fight. 

Driven away by the posse, the pair retreat- 
ed, firing, to the lake, where they found a boat 
and escaped in a fusillade of shots. 

A few hours later Seth Carpenter, one of 
the party, was in the Peters saloon at Crystal 
Lake telling the bartender about the chase. 
Off in one corner was a boy, laughing at Car- 
penter’s stoty. The men noticed his trousers 
were soaked with water, but paid no attention 
to him. An hour later, however, he slipped 
out and made for the railroad station, ap- 
parenty to “hop” a freight train into Chi- 
cago. He was arrested and identified as one 
of the fugitives. It. was not possible to prove 
his connection with the railway station bur- 
glary, and he was given a short sentence. 

Dwyer has spoken of a man named “ Kel- 
ly,” his partner in the affair, and “ Kelly's” 
description approximates thet of the dead 
chauffeur. Whether the identification can 
be made certain may develop today, when 
Dwyer, who is only a boy, it is thought may 
break down and tell everything. 


Another Camp of Gang. 

The authorities also have examined the 
ground all about the Fuchy school, where. 
it is thought the mtirder may have taker 
place. Among the new witnesses are F. 
J. Dedic of Chicago and Otto Pelikan, 2646 
Millard avenue, both Doarders in the resort 
run by H. T. Shannon, a quarter of a mile 
away. 

The two Chicagoans and: Mrs. Shannon 
have told of hearing two shots. The firing 
could have been heard by them, as by Frank 
Jelinek, another witness, equally well com- 
ing from the schoolhouse or the bridge. 

in the cornfield back of the schooinouse and 
near the Bohemian cemetery the grass has 
been trampled down in many spots. Ata 
window in the schoolhouse there are foot- 
prints and marks where men have climbed 
into the building. Scattered about are short 
bites of wire. At various times the winddws 
of the schoolhouse have been raised or low- 
ered, no one kriows by whom.

To Question Widow More. 

Cc. C. Wennerstrom, a tailor at 170 North 
Franklin street, a brother of the murdered 
chauffeur, was with the authorities on their 
day’s investigation. Evidence forced from 
him regarding the attitude of the widow may 
cause a closer examination in Chicago. Let- 
ters written to her threatening the abduc- 
tion of her child if she does anything to help 
the police suggest that she is not so com- 
pletely ignorant of her husband’s affairs as 
she pretended. Her failure to notify the 
police of her husband’s continued absence, 
although telephoning his brother at Ches- 
terton, Ind., has aroused: suspicions further.

Wounded Man Flees from Femining 
Pursuer as Police Join 
Chase. 


WAS POLITICAL PROTEGE OF LORIMER 


R. Bruce Watson, architect and politician, 
was shot twice yesterday by a woman who 
had set out to right her wrongs, real or 
fancied, with a revolver. 

The architect's avowed determination to 
cut former ties, wed the daughter of one of 
his wealthy clients, and settle down is said 
to have supplied the motive for the attempt 
on his life. 

Watson lay last night in the Robert Burns 
hospita] and will recover. Physicians say 
that neither of the bullets had inflicted a 
severe wound. The woman in the case-—Mrs., 
H. C. Coney, a guest of the Brevoort hotel 
since her divorce last February—was held at 
the Fillmore street police station. 

The shooting took place in the rear of the 
Watson aparunent at 225 South Central Park 
avenue. The architect makes his home there 
with a married sister and their mother, who ig 
83 years old. ? : 


Woman Calls at House. 

Shortly before noon a tall, handsome wom 
an, whose blonde complexion was set off by 
a white costume and picture hat, called at 
the Watson residence, The visitor was Mra, 
Coney. From the attitude of Watson, who 
met her at the entrance, a neighbor gathered 
that she was not a welcome caller. 

After a conversation of a few minutes, In 
which the woman’s voice was raised to @ 
high pitch, Watson retreated, slamming the 
door behind him. The woman stood for a 
moment on the steps, as if undecided what 
to do next. Then she walked off and turned 
the corner. 

Watson evidently wae so desirous of avert- 
ing another meeting with Mrs. Coney that he 
did not- venture out of the front doot. In- 
stead, when he left the house a few minutes 
later he used the rear entrance. The woman 
apparently had anticipated this move and 
was standing in the alley. 

The clasp of the smart patent leather hand- 
bag, hung from her shoulder, was unfastened 
as she stood where she could see, and af 
the same time avoid being seen. Whep 
Watson tripped down the steps ar! started 
through the court toward the alley, unaware 
that he was walking into an ambubth, Mrs. 
Coney drew from the handbag a_ pear! 
handled revolver of 32 caliber. 


Mrs. Coney Shoots Him.. 

Watson saw her before he saw the weapon 
in her hand. Me 

“Go away. I don’t want to talk to you,”’ 
he was heard to say. 

Mrs. Coney raised the smal] revolver and 
pulled the trigger. There was a flash ands 
report that woke the quiet neighborhood. 
The bullet grazed the architect's head above 


the right ear. He ran toward the woman as 


the blood began to flow. But he made no 
attempt to grapple with her, according to 
the only eye witness—John B. Richie, an em 
ployé of the west paak board. 

Watson turned suddenly and dashed inte 
the alley and ran toward Jackson boulevard. 
The woman with the revolver calmly leaned 
over the fence. She aimed and fired twice. 
The first of the two bullets lodged in Watson’s 
thigh. It did not cripple him, but urged him 
rather to greater speed in his retreat. The 
other bullet went wild. 

Mrs. Coney pursued. She carried the re- 
volver in her hand. 

As Mrs. Coney ran up the alley flourishing 
her weapon, Policeman James O'Brien of the 
Fillmere street station joined the chase. He 
had been “ pulling the box” at a rearby 
street corner when he heard revolver reports 
and thought Mrs. Coney was an indignant 
householder on the trail of a burglar. This 
same thought actuated Richie, who had not 
geen enough of the one sided battle to make 
the motive for the shooting clear In his mind. 


Jump Into Delivery Wagon. | 

The chase proceeded in Central Park ay- 
enue toward Adams street. At that point 
the fugitive lost his pursuers by jumping into 
a delivery wagon belonging to the Borden 
Condensed Milk company. 6 

“I’m shot, man,”’ he shouted at John Con- 
way, the driver. “ Take me to the drug store 
at Monroe street and Centrai Park avenue.

Watson Keeps Silent. 

Dr. Cunningham arrived a few minutes 
later in an electric runabout. He dressed 
Watson's wounds hastily, then drove him to 
the Robert Burns hospital, a few blocks 
away. 
A thorough examination of the ambush vie- 
tim convinced Dr. Cunningham and hospital 
Steff physicians that there was little likeli- 
hood that the wounds would prove serious. 
One bullet had passed through the thigh, 
leaving a clean flesh wound and there was no 
necessity to probe for it. The other had 
plowed above the ear, but had not lodged. 
Watson at first promised to make a state- 
ment, clearing up the mystery surrounding. 
the woman's motive. Later he consulted an 
attorney and changed his mind. 
When Lieut. Zimmer called at the hospital 
to get his version of the affair, the arohitect 
refused to answer questions.

Rumors of Engagement. 

Watson recently designed a new hotel for 
Sinclair and spent much of his time at West 
Baden, where the structure is to be erected. 
Rumors that he was engaged to marry Miss 
Sinclair had been in circulation for several 
years among his professional and political 
friends. On his return from the last trip to 
West Baden, Watson was seen less frequent- 
ly at his clubs. He told a young woman living 
at Bryn Mawr that he would be unable to see 
her again. The police believe that he deliv- 
ered the same ultimatum to Mrs. Coney, 
whom he had seen often since her divorce. 

“If Bruce had any intention of marrying, 
he didn’t confide in me,’’ said Mrs. Watson. 
The aged woman at first was prostrated by 
the affair, but she recoveerd when physicians 
assured her that her son was not severely 
hurt. 

“I never heard of Mrs. Coney,” she con- | 
tinued. ‘‘ Bruce has been a dutiful son and 
I haven't tried to pry into his personal affairs. 
Mrs. Darling, my daughter, and I were sit- 
ting in a front réom when Bruce went out. 
We heard a woman scream. Then we heard | 
the reports. Later they told me that Bruce 
had been hurt.”

Watson played politics with the Lorimer 
faction of the Republican party. In a way 
he was a protégé of the “‘ blonde boss.” It 
was Lorimer and his followers who created 
the office of state architect by causing a 
bill to be passed through the legislature. 

As had been anticipated by those who 
watched the job making byplay, Watson be- 
came the first “state architect.” The public 
buildings erected under the administration 
of Gov. Tanner are samples of Watson's 
handiwork.

during the night. 

From the éepth of an argument in which 
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Architect Shot for Vengeance: 
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cousin of the accused and principal witness 
against him, as a weakling and falsifier. 

“If you gentlemen of the jury,” he said in 
measured tones, ‘“‘can within the sanctity

The pyosecutor appealed to the moral and 
religious sense of the jurors and bespoke 
in bitter terms the aversion of society 
and the nation to the life of dissipation de- 
picted by young Beattie, his chum Sampson, 
and numerous other witnesses. 

Mr. Gregory reviewed the details of the 
double life admitted by the accused while on 
the witness stand, and held up Beulah Bin- 
ford, the girl of the underworld, as the motive 
for the crime. He concluded with the ques- 
tion of how the gun bought by Pau! Beattie 
one day last July for his cousin happened to 
be the identical weapon, by the prisoner's 
own admission, that was used in killing Mrs. 
Beattie. His speech occupied barely an hour 
and a helf. Then Mr. Carter spoke for the 
defense. 


Working on Chicago Clew. 

Detective Scherr of the prosecution was in 
communication late today with a lawyer in 
Chicago who is investigating the story of an 
alleged eye witness to the tragedy, but ef- 
forts to locate the man who wrote the letter 
to the commonwealth have been fruitless go 
far.

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TWO YAGHTS SINK IN STORM | 


Fifty Mile Gale Wrecks Many 
Boats in the Harbor. 


DEBRIS PILED ON SHORE. 
Life Savers’ Quick Work Prevents Pos- 
sible Fatalities.

A violent sou’easter swept the yacht harbor 
of Grant Park early yesterday morning. 
turned the 150 pleasuré craft topsy-turvy for 
three hours. battered most of them, and sunk 
two yachts driven into the shore piling near 
the Columbia Yacht club. 

It was a sorry looking fleet of boats which 
the attendants at the yacht clubs gazed upon 
at dawn. Hardly one had escaped damage. 

A gale of fifty miles an hour broke at 12:30 
‘clock and raged until after 8. It was the 
fiercest’ storm which the men at the fife sav- 
ing station in the vicinity have memory of. 


Storm Cerxtters Near Club. 

The storm appeared to center its fury 
around the Columbia Yacht club, which is 
more exposed to a southeaster than the Chi- 
caxuv Yacnt club. The boats of members of 
this chub were tossed about like-shells, 
dragging their anchors and crashing into 
each other. The Charlotte R., owned by 
J. lL. Bondy, was torn away from its moor- 
ings. It was driven through the fleet, col- 
liding with other craft and leaving havoc in 
its wake. 

The gale finally threw the yacht against the 
piling just north of the club house, where 
it battered the boat to pieces and slowly 
sank, but not before the mast had torn away 
a chimney on the club house roof. 

The Windoward, a thirty-five foot yawl 
until recently owned by H. L. Diehl, broke 
away and crashed through the fleet, scarring 
every boat it touched. The boat was driven 
into the extreme corner of the harber north 
of the club house, and immediately sank. 

Waves ten feet high swept over the piling 
along the shore line, and put out most of 
the gas lamps. The waves ripped off the 
planking of the landing at the Chicago Yacht 
club. They swept along the shore which 
houses the motor boats andsmashed in many 
of them. A large life boat at the Illinois 
Naval Reserve's station was dragged away 
by the waves and thrown against the piling. 


Pick Up Derelict Yachts. 

Capt. Carland of the life saving crew 
worked all through the storm picking up 
derelict yachts with the big lifeboat and 
towing them to safety in the station small 
harbor. He picked up the J. V. Clarke, a

CLAIRVOYANT DRUGGED GIRL, 
NOW INSANE, POLICE BELIEVE. 


Seer’s Mistreatment of Miss May Earn- 
est, 17, Made Her a Maniac, It Is Sus- 
pected—Man Cannot Be Found.

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Colonel Says Nation Will 


Never Surrender Right 
to Defend Honor. 


EW YORK, Sept. 7.—[Special. ]—Under 
the heading, “‘The Peace of Right- 
eousness,’"’ former President Roost- 
velt in an editorial in the Outlok deals 
with the arbitration treaties advo 
cated by President Taft, recently presented 
to the senate. 

“It is one of our prime duties as a nation 
to seek peace,"’ says Col Roosevelt. “Itis 
an even higher duty to seek righteousness. 
ft also Is our duty not to indulge in shams, 
not to make believe we are getting peace by 
some patent contrivance which sensible men 
ought to know ot work in practice, and 
which. if we sought to make it work, might 
cause irrstrievable harm. 

“I sincerely believe in the principle of ar- 
pitration; I pelieve in applying that prin- 
ciple so far as practicable; but I believe 
‘the effort to apply it where it is not 
practicable cannot do good and may 
do serious harm. Confused thinking and a 
willingness to substitute words for thought. 
even though inspired by an entirély amiable 
sentimentality, do not tend toward sound 
action. 


Aims Should Be Defined Clearly. 
‘‘I think the great majority of those per- 
sons who advocate any and every treaty 
which is called a treaty for peace or for ar- 
bitration would be less often drawn into a 
position that tends to humiliate their coufitry 
if they would take the trouble to formulate 


clearly and definitely just what it is that they 


desire,"’ 

Col. Roosevelt cites the revolutionary war, 
the civil war, and the Spanish-American war 
as instances in which “ we put righteousness 
above peace.” He also cites the existing 
arbitration treaties between the United 
States, Great Britain, and France as better 
than the proposed treaty, because they make 
no false pretenses and exclude questions af- 
Aecting our vital interests, vusiogeanennees or 
honor. 

“ The proposed arbitration erenty is defect- 
ive, in the first place, because it is not 
straightforward,” the colonel continues. “It 
gets forth that all ‘justifiable’ matters 
shall be arbitrated. The language both of 
the opponents. and the defenders of the 
treaty shows that even among our own pep- 
ple, and before a cause for applying the 
treaty has arisen, there is hopeless con- 
fusion as to what ‘ justiciable’ means. Such 
being the case, it can be imagined how use- 
less would be the effort to define ‘ justiciable ’ 
when a @erious conflict has actually arisgn 
and blood was up and passion high. 


Treaty Loosely Worded. 

“The wording of the treaty is so loose, it 
so lacks explicitness, as to allow one set of 
ite advocates to announce that it binds us 
to arbitrate everything and another set to 
say that under it we would not have to 
arbitrate anything we did not wish to. 
* Now, no moral movement is permanently 
helped by hypocrisy. Does the proposal in 
the treaties, if entered into with various na- 
tions, bind us to arbitrate the Monroe doc- 
trine, the Platt amendment with Cuba, tho 
payment of state bonds to European bond- 
holders, the question whether various Euro- 
pean countries are entitled to the same con- 
eessions that Canada is to receive under the 
reciprocity agreement, the right of other for- 
eign nations to interfere in Panama, our 
own right to exclude any immigrants whom 
we choose to exclude? 


Fatally Objectionable Feature. 
“The fatally. objectionable feature of the 
proposed treaty is the clause providing that 
the joint high commission, which may be 
composed conclusively of ‘nationals of the 
two countries,’ but which also may be com- 
posed exclusively of foreigners, may, by 
unanimous vote, or by vote of all but one of 
its mem bers, determine that any given ques- 
tion’ whatever must bé arbitrated. It ts diff- 
cult to characterize this provision truthfully 
without seeming to be offensive. Merely to 
apeak of it as silly comes far short of saying 
what should be said. 
“No sound argument can be made for per- 
mitting the president and the senate to dele- 
gate to outsiders, possibly to foreigners, the 
exercise of a fundamental and vital power; 


Duty Devolves on President. 
‘It would be quite proper to delegate to 
the joint high commission many subordinate 
functions, but the high, the supreme function 
of deciding whether a question is of such 
vital importance to the country that itis or is 
not arbitrable, cannot’ with propriety be dele- 
gated to any outsider by either the president 
or the senate. 
“If the president, after consulting with 
his constitutional advisers, the senate should 
not make up his own mind about aid a vital 
question. and had to have it made tp for 
him ‘by outsiders—possibly foreigners, and 
certainly not responsible to the pedple—it 
would be proof positive that he was not fit 
to hold the exalted position to which he had 
been elected. A president unfit to make such 
a decision himself, and Willing to have some- 
body else make it for him, would also be tinfit 
to perform any of the really important duties 
of the presidency.”

J. J. Carrigan of Federation Com- 
mittee Predicts Walkout. 


DENIES “PEACE” REPORTS. 


Says Cipher Messages Have Not Been 
+ Sent Out to End Agitation. 


J. J. Carrigan, a member of the federation 
committee of the Illinois Central shop em- 
ployés, said last night that a strike of the 
shopmen would probably be called within the 
next few days. He said that reports to the 
effect that the federation committee had 
been “ bluffed " are erroneous. 

J. F. McCreary, president, and W. E. 
Bowen, secretary of the employés’ federa- 
tion, could not be found last night. Mr. Car- 
rigan said they were still in Chicago and 
would remain here for some time. 

Reports that cipner messages had been 
sent to federation officials, instructing them 
to deciare the strike agitation off, were de- 
nied by Mr. Carrigan. He admitted that mes- 
sages had been sent out from Chicago by 
McCreary and Bowen, but he said they did 
not mitigate the strike situation. 


Denies “Backdown” Reports. 

“We want the report denied,’ he sald. 
“ The federation has not backed down. While 
I am not positive that a strike wil! be called 
I can safely say that I think such will be 
the case, and within a few days. 

“The report that our internationa] union 
officials have refused to senction a strike 
is wrong. The entire situation hag been 
placed in the hands of the federation commit- 
tee, and whatever we do will be céncurred in 
by our superior officers. 


Sees Crisis Impending. 

“The crisis of the situation has not been 
reached. The’ federation has not receded in 
any particuler and I am quite sure that it 
wil] not. When the federation acts it will 
be promptly and decisively.” 

Reports were circulated last night to the 
effect that President McCreary and Secretary 
Bowen had issued a call for another meeting 
of the committee representing the federated 
employés of the Illinois Central. It was said 
that this was the purpose of the cipher mes- 
sages that were dispatched to division points 
of the system yesterday.

MINARD’ FAILS TO FACE TRIAL. 


Suspended Principal Does Not Appear 
Before School Board Committee— 
Hearing Adjourned. 


Charies W. Minard, suspended principal of 
the Marquette school, did not appear at the 
meeting of the trial committee of the board 
of egucation yesterday afternoon for the 
hearing of the charges filed against him by 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools. Adjournment was taken until next 
Monday. The charges against Mr. Minard 
are based principally on reports relating to 
his hasty marriage following the suicide of 
his first wife a few months ago.

its development. Other writers, among 
whom I put myself, allow their work a differ- 
ent sort of growth altogether. A character 
or a situation appears to them, making one 
more among those already in their sight. It 
happens to remain, at first growing of itself, 
not through effort of their own at all Al) 
they do or can do is to clear away a little 
other counter subjects and give the newcomer 
space to show its worth. If its worth t&s 
there—all this without pen touched to paper— 
it is given more space still, and yet more, un- 
til at last the thing has so far outstripped its 
fellows that it is fitted for the higher state of 
a tangible course."’ 


“Tell me how ‘ A Big Horse to Ride ’ came 
to be writtem. How did you go about it?” 

“I thought first of the woman, Rose Car- 
son. She came, an emanation, persisting, as 
I have said. I never knew any one like her, 
though since her existence to me I’ve known 
several people whose resemblances I was 
able to trace. I saw a photograph in a news@ 
paper, not so much suggesting as reminding, 
and once a woman in a street car who hoked 
much as she did. All these chance impres- 
sions added to my knowledge of her, as you 
might learn facts about a neighbor. At first 
I thought she was an actress, and yet wasn’t 
sure; she went in my mind through various 
callings; I finally found out that dancing 
was her profession. I knew she had a friend 
named Valentine, who was very beautiful 
and whose rather riotous hair;was ‘ fastened 
in a net with little pins.’ This lady had a 
son, and this son of Valentine’s was much 
more conspicuous during the early stages of 
my menta! processes than he eventually be- 
came. I knew that Rose’s mother and father 
weren't happy together, and that their dis- 
cord formed a background to Rose’s child- 
hood. I knew that Rose herself had marital 
difficulties. But apart from this sop to con- 
ventions. in a dancer, she wouldn't have fn 
other ways the characteristics usually as- 
cribed to one. She would be quiet and digni- 
fied and hold herself precious even to the 
point of egotism.

“She would have views. At first I thought 
of setting these down in \a series of essays— 
her friend, Valentine, chiefly of value as a 
person for Rose to write about. And then it 
came to me that a woman with views must 
also have a life, and, after all, wasn’t this

might ride a horse. Life—a big horse—hence 
the title. 

“I knew there were men. I pianned for 
two, both mature, almost twins in type— 
their differences were to be subtly worked— 
and one of them was to marry Rose and tha 
other Valentine.

“But I hope Rose makes up for deficiencies 
of style by her natural habit of treating 
certain base things with imagination. A 
magnificent physical specimen, pursuing 
what she herself admits the most physica! of 
all the arts, she nevertheless is more spiritual 
than many whose qualifications for spirit- 
uality might be at the outset greater. I 
hope she gives all through a sense of beauty, 
and that I have made it clear how beauty can 
have as high a virtue as ugliness. Two 
years ago I wrote another book, ‘ Other 
People’s Houses,’ of which the heroine was 
ugly, fll, and not a dancer, and yet I feel— 


given Rose’s circumstances—that -she 
wouldn't have ridden her horse half as 
straight. One shouldn't go behind the play, 


but it seems to me that Valentine would have 
been this earlier heroine’s ideal, rather than 
Rose. . Rose's ‘ goodness’ is the impor- 
tant thing—a goodness existing in the face of 
difficulties which come both from within and 
from without. The ideal I have of her isa 
woman who has views, and whose views— 
coldly—might net be on the good side: and 
who has, in spite of them—in spite of her- 
self and every one else—an intrinsic predi- 
lection for morality which has nothing to do 
with views.” 

It is not often that one can get an author's 
views of her own work, and even if one can 
they are not all likely to be as interesting 
as those of this clever young woman. “A 
Big ‘Horse to Ride” is going to make a pro- 
found impression; not only that, but it ts 
going to attract the attention of the aver- 
age reader as well as of the more discerning.

ON THE STATUS OF THE NEGRO. 

One of the recently published books that is 
arousing wide interest is “‘ Half a Man,” by 
Mary White Ovington (Longmans). It is a 
story of the status of the negro in New York 
and has an introduction by Prof. Franz Boas 
of Columbia university. Miss Ovington's 
book ig the second publication of the Green- 
wich house committee on social investiga- 
tions and is based on a most painstaking in- 
quiry Into the social and economic conditions 
of the negro. She makes plain the difficulties 
under which the race is laboring and refutes 
the claims that the negro has equal oppor- 
tunity. with the whites and that his failure 
to advance more rapidly than he has is due 
to innate inability. In his introductioh Prof. 
Boas says that the negro of our times’carries 
even more heavily the burden of his racial 
descent than did the Jew of an earlier period, 
The negro of our times carries even more heavily 
the burden of his racial descent than did the Jew 
of an earlier period; and the intellectual and 
moral qualities required to Insure success to the 
negro are infinitely greater than those demanded 
from the white, and will be the greater the 
stricter the segregation of the negro community.

During he siz years that I have 
been in touch with the problem of the negro in 
New York this characterization has grown in 
significance to me. I have endeavored to know 
the life of the negro ar I know the. life of the 
white American, and. I have learned that while 
New York at +imes wives full recognition to his 
manhood, again, its race prejudice arrests Wis de- 
velopment as certainly as severe poverty arrests the 
development of the tenement child. Perhaps a 
study of this shifting attitude on the part of the 
dominant race and of the negro’s reaction under 
it may not be unimportant, for the color question 
cannot be ignored in America, nor should the post- 
tlon taken by her largest city be overlooked. 
And those wha love their fellows may be glad, 
among New York’s four millions—its Slavs and 
Italians, ite Russians and Asiatics—to meet these 
dark people who speak our language and who 
for many generations have made this country 
their home. 


—~ 

Mise Ovington tells us of the struggle that 
the negro has had in New York even for 
the little recognition that is grudgingly al. 
lotted him. It is only in recent years that 
negro children have been allowed to attend 
public schools with white children, and some 
time ago colored members were not re 
ceived into white churches, and if they 
were, were given back seats and forced to 
take communion together and not with 
white people. It is not often, however, that 


you see negroes in white churches, They 
prefer thelr own churches and their own 
clergymen, naturally. 

Mise Ovington certainly has studied her 
subject pretty thoroughly for she gives us 
many illustrations from newspapers of the 
day of the position of the negro in New 
York. Even now negroes are seldom housed 
with white people except in the lower class 
tenement house district. They are kept by 
themselves and there is nothing that would 
make a greater excitement in real estate 
business than for negroes to get into any 
streets or houses from which they have 
been rigorously excluded. 


Ahhough the New ele negro is better 


treated in many ways today then he was a 
few years ago, his position is altogether not 
a happy one, “ but,’’ writes Miss Ovington, 
the New York citizen can hardly be described 
as friendly tothe negro. What catholicity he has 
ie negative. He fails to give the black man a 
hearty weloome. ‘‘Do you know where I staid 
the four weeks of my first trip abroad?’’ a colored 
clergyman once asked me. I refused to make a 
guess. ‘*‘ Well,’’ he said, a little shamefacediy, 
*{t was in Paris. Paris may be a wicked city— 
any city has wickedness if you want to look for it 
—but I found it a place of kindliness and good 
will. Every one seemed to be glad to be courte- 
ous, to assist me in my stumbling French, to show 
me the way on omnibus or boat, or through the 
difficult streets. It was so different from Amer- 
ica; I was never wanted fn the southern city of 
my youth. In Paris I was welcome.” 

‘* How is it in New York?’ I asked. 

“In New York?’ he stopped to consider. 
New York I am tolerated.,’”’ 

There are a great many people who feel 
kindly towards the negro, who resent seeing 
him persecuted, but who hardly feel towards 
him or his social position as does Miss 
Ovington. The subject she discusses in this 
book is a serious one and an important one, 
almost, but not quite as important to us 
in the north as it is to our population fn 
the south. A score of Booker Washingtons 
would help the negro cause more than 
any sentimental talk or arguments in favor 
of negro equality. .This subject, however, 
is too farreaching, too serious for me to

Says Little . Money, Which Is Not 
Needed, Is All She Would Get. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 7.—[Spectal.}—Rudyard 
Kipling is the iatest recruit to the ent!- 
reciprocity cause. The Montreal Star got 
him to write a letter to its editor, and it was 
cabled to the Star today and printeé this 
afternoon, It follows: 


“ Batemans, Buruash, Sussex, Engiend, 
Sept. §—To the Editor of the Montreal Star: 
I do not understand how 9,000,000 People can 
enter into- such arrangements as are pro- 
Posed with 90,000,000 strangers on an jppen 
frontier of 4,000 miles and at the same time 
| Preserve their national! integrity. 

“Ten to one is too heavy odds. No single 
Canadian would accept such odds in any pri- 
vate matter that was as vital to him person - 
ally as this issue to the nation. It is her own 
soul that Canada risks today. Once that soul 
is pawned for any consideration Canada 
must inevitably conform to the commercial, 
legal, financial, social, and ethical standards 
which will pe imposed upon us by the sheer 
admitted weight of the United States. 

“She might, for example, be compelled 
later on to admit reciprocity in the murder 
rate of the United States, for at present 
I believe it is something like 150 pér 1,000,000 
per annum. 

“If these proposals had been made a gen- 
eration ago, or if the dominion were today 
poor, depressed, and without hope, one would 
perhaps understand their being discussed, 
but Canada is none ot these things. She 
is a nation and as the lives of nations are 
reckoned will ere long be among the great 
nations. 

“Why, then, when she has made herself 
what she is should she throw the enormous 
gifts of her inheritance and her future into 
the hands of a people who by their haste and 
waste have so dissipated their own resources 
that even before national middle age they are 
driven to seek virgin fields for cheaper food 
and living? { 

“ Whatever the United States may gain, 
and I presume that the United States’ pro- 
posals are not wholly aitruistic, Fsee nothing 
for Canada in reciprocity except a little ready 
money which she does not need and a long 
repentance.

Prices at Highest Point. 

The cost of everything eatable is higher 
throughout France today than ever before. 
Prices suddenly jumped up this summer, but 
this also is true al} over western Europe, 
and was caused principally by droughts and 
the consequent failure of fodder and vege- 
table crops. 

The cabinet approved a scheme to amel- 
iorate the situation by facilitating ‘the im- 
portation of cattle and frozen meats by in- 
stalling refrigerating and storage plants, of 
which there are a lack in France, by de- 
manding the railways lower rates for trans- 
portation of food and by suspending the 
tariffs on fodders. 

The government's decision to withdraw the 
drastic regulations regarding the importa- 
tion of cattle caused an immediate fall of 
5 cents a pound in the price of beef. The 
ruling includes cattle from Argentina.«Large 
shipments will be rushed to France at once 
from Buenos Aires. 

The food riots at Lille, Roubaix, and Brest 
have. become aggravated. Shops have been 
pillaged and there have been many battles 
between the police and the rioters. The 
movement is extending. 


Belgian Troops Charge Rioters. 

CHARLEROI, Belgium, Sept. 7.—Twenty 
thousand persons of the working class, pro- 
testing against the high cost of food, at- 
tempted. .to.march into the lower districts 
of the city today.

Vera Crus, Mexico, Sept. 7.—Francisco I. 
Madero, candidate of the Progressive party 
for president, was the victim of a mob on his 
arrival here last night. Not all were his 
friends, since stones were thrown and sev- 
eral members of the crowd were injured. 

Guarded by the police, Sefior Madero made 
an effort to walk from the train with dig- 
nity. The crowd, however, surged about him 
and pushed him along with such a mad rush 
that he lost both dignity and temper. 

He was literally tossed into his automobile. 
Men and boys crowded on the footboard and 
springs, and even clambered on the roof 
of the car. Slow progress was made through 
the streets, and many persons were thrown 
down and trampled upon. 

When the automobile reached its destina- 
tion Sefior Madero complied with the de- 
mands foraspeech. He reminded his hearers 
that it was he who overthrew President 
Diaz, and said Gen. Reyes was trying to rob 
him of the fruits of victory. Madero ac- 
cused Reyes of criminal acts and said he 
hoped the genera! would be forced to leave 
the country.

Very oddly, the one spot, or ace, is the highest 
card of each suit, ranking even a king. 
poker five cards are dealt by one man called 
the dealer, or robber, at the option of the other 
players, after receiving their 
cards, endeavor to match them so as to make 
pairs, three of a kind, a straight, a flush, a full 
house, four of a kind, and a straight flush. A.

straight means cards in sequence, such as three, 
four, five, six, seven. A flush means having 
all the cards of a hand of the same suit, such 
as diamonds, spades, et cet. <A straight flush 
implies that a player has five cards in sequence 
and all of the same suit and a couple of more 
decks in his pocket. Four of a kind means four 
cards of the same rank, such as four tens, four 
kings,.and so on. A friend of mine once held 
five aces. His was the most natural looking 
corpse I have ever gazed upon.

“ALFRED M. CRAIG. 

The death of Alfred M. Craig, who re- 
tired from the Illinois Supreme court ten 
years ego, after twenty-seven years’ usef.! 
service, brings back to mind the circum- 
stances to which he owed his first election. 

His predecessor, Charles B. Lawrence, 
was an able and conscientious judge. He 
would have been reélected as a matter of 
course if his views as to the regulation of 
railroads had coincided with those of the 
farmers—the grangers—of the district. 
The prevalent belief among the older 
lawyers of 1872 was that railroad charters 
were contracts, and that the Dartmouth 
college decision stood in the way of that 
regulation of the roads which the erengees 
demahded. 

Whey wanted on the bench a man of 
more advanced ideas on that subject than 
Judge Lawrence—a man who represented 
their sentiments-——and they got him. Mr. 
Craig, a Democrat, was chosen to the 
Supreme court in a heavily Republican 
district, He gave such satisfaction dur 
ing his first term that he was re#lected.

MOROCCAN POSSIBILITIES, 

Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter, the Ger-

The lan- 
guage of the diplomat is understood.

MR. ROOSEVELT ON THE TREATIES. 


tration treaty is characterized by some- 
what more heat than light. From one 
who holds in such high esteem the golden 
quality of common sense, his strictures 
are remarkable for this lack of it. He 
seems to assume that in case treatiés are 
ratified no one with common sense will 
have anything to do with their operation. 

Mr.. Roosevelt is much outraged’ over 
the fact that the joint high commission 
may consist of nationals or foreigners. 
That they will ever be anything but na- 
tionals wil] not oceur to any one as hn- 
manly possible. 

Mr. Roosevelt also is outraged because 
any question must be arbitrated if all but 
one of the commission, in other words, two 
out of three of our own nationals, agree 
to fit. He doa not seem to understand 
what is virtually certain, that in any 
question of doubt no conceivable three ua- 
tionals would take a chance. 

In short, Mr. Roosevelt has worked him- 
self into a state of mind in which ‘he 
imagines a president capable of appoint- 
ing three or at least two idiots or traitors 
to sit upon the commission. He imagines 
these three men acting without cauticn, 
without regard for public opinion, with- 
out knowledge of or respect for public 
law, national policy, tradition, or interest. 

So far as the definition of “ justiciable ” 
disputes is concerned, there is nothing 
more dubious about it than about hun- 
dreds of definitions in public law. The 
state department has laid down an e«x- 
cellent rule of distinction. We commend 
the following to Mr. Roosevelt's attentioa: 


Arbitration is a judicial function and represents 
a principie—mamely: the application of law and 
judicial methods to the determination of disputes. 
Therefore, a question, to be one for arbitration, 
must involve a difference susceptible of being 
decided by the application of principles of law or 
equity rather than one of policy or diplomacy. 
The treaties recognize the distinction indicated, 
and gs to ell differences which are subjectively

EARER of a perfectly authentic name

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FRO-LORIMER SENATORS 
THEIR REWARD. 
{From the Washington Times.] 

Just how much money it cost to elect 
‘William Lorimer to the senate probably 
never will be known. Whether Lorimer is 
to be ousted is uncertain. But one phase of 
the business is clear. The public is not 
satisfied with his retention and not satis- 
fied with those senators who have been fight- 
ing ¢o retain him. There already is such a 
political death rate among senators who 
have taken the lead in the pro-Lorimer 
campaign in Washington that it is impos- 
sible not to be impressed with its meaning. 

The latest senator to quit public life is 
Mr. Bailey of Texas. That reluctantly he 
gave up @ brilliant career is plain. A large 
factor in deciding him not to run aga{n was 
the bitter feeling in Texag because he led 
the fight for Lorimer. It is asserte@, in fact, 
that his support of Lorimer was fatal. 
Bailey’s intluence and oratory undoubtedly. 
saved the Illinois senator from being ousted 
in the Sixty-tirst congress. 

Senator Paynter of Kentucky, too, found 
it hopeless to seek reélection, and anti-Lori- 
mer sentiment in his state was largely re- 
sponsible. In,South Dakota Senator Gam- 
ble, who championed Lorimer, probably will 
be beaten. 

‘Bailey, Paynter, and Gamble were méem- 

bers of the privileges and elections com- 
mittee which made the first Lorimer in- 
vestigation, and Paynter and Gamble were 
on the subcommittee that did the investi- 
gating, such as it was. Burrows of Michi- 
gan, former senator, who, as head of the 
privileges and elections committee, stood in 
the way of an investigation for a time, ig 
out of the senate. 
Others in the senate might be mentioned 
who have not yet finished the reckoning 
with their constituents on the Lorimer ac- 
count and who are nervous about the out- 
come. 

If a large share of the citizens of this 
country have been ashamed of the spectacle 
presented by the senate in allowing Lorimer 
to remain a member of that body, their 
shame must be largely removed by the evi- 
dence that the public is not going to submit 
to it without effective protest. It is a 
healthy sign. The senate is not going to 
shield Mr. Lorimer indefinitely.

ROADS HAVE BIG PROBLEM 


Federal Legislation Brings Forth 
Estimates of Vast Expendi- 
tures Up to Railways. 


Three hills now pending before congress, 
‘designed to promote safety in raflroad travel, 
Af enacted into law will cost the railroads 
of the United States $1,361,000,000, This esti- 
‘mate is made by F. O. Melcher, vice president 
of the Rock Island railway, in a communice- 
tion to the current issue of the Railway 
Age Gazette, to be published today. 

Mr. Melcher is chairman of the railroad 
-committee on relations of railway opera- 
tion to legislation and the figures he pre- 
“sents have been compiled by the committee. 

The three bills referred to would require

€444,000,000; and requiring them to equip all
